position tliey take. The tendency in 
tlie.se days is for Government to widen 
its sphere, to regulate almost eveiytliing. 
W'e find tho Government asked tnilii cot 
men when thoy .shall wcirU, anil how 
I iiig they aliall rest, what Articles il is 
liwful to sell, and what are not to he 
sold. Gororunient interferes in one 
country betM-eon the landlord antl the 
tenant, and in nnoiher between thu 
common carrier iiiid hi.s customer.

the railways, and in aimllier it Ims he 
come the possessor of all the tuleyi aph 
Hues; and there is one school of euono- 
inistM, and that hy no means a Hmall 
one, who docliii'e that (oivevnmeiit inusl 
he the only lindlmd. In traile and 
comnieree the iiitcrfi'iciice of Covern- 
'.iielil is very great in every cuinitry. 
There are some who desire it to be still 
gimtei', but tliere nro others who de- 
clare that tlie very best thing that Gov- 
rrninent can do with regard to ttade is 
I'l let it alone. 

This perpi'timl interfereiiccof llietlov-
